BULB  CULTURE:  How  and  when  to  plant 

BULBS  can  be  planted  out  of  doors  any  time  between,  say,  the  I5th  of  October  and  November  15th.  They 
do  best  in  a fairly  stiff,  well-drained  soil,  but  any  good  garden  soil  will  grow  them  very  well.  Select,  if  pos- 
sible, a warm,  sunny  and  sheltered  position,  although  they  will  grow  well  in  almost  any  place  except  low,  damp 
ground.  The  soil  should  be  deeply  dug,  a little  bone  meal  added  and  thoroughly  mixed  in.  To  have  a brilliant 
effect,  bulbs  must  be  planted  rather  thickly.  Hyacinths,  Tulips,  Narcissus  and  bulbs  of  similar  size  should  be 
planted  five  or  six  inches  apart  and  five  inches  deep,  measuring  from  the  bottom  of  the  bulb.  Crocuses, 
Scillas  and  smaller  bulbs  should  be  planted  three  inches  apart  and  three  inches  deep.  All  bulbs  in  collections 
No.  1,  3,  4 and  5 are  very  hardy  and  require  no  protection.
